MACON, Ga., June 23.—(4)—The 
first solid-trainload of Georgia peaches 
of the season and also the first solid 
trainload of watermelons from this 
state moved today. 

Melons and peaches are smaller 
than usual, due to the drouth, and 
according to reports from middle and 
southern Georgia both crops will be 
materially reduced unlessthere is 
more rain. | 

The drouth of last week was broken 
only in spots, according to agricul- 
tural agents operating out of here. 

There were only small areas help- 
ed by the showers and because of the 
excessive heat that followed only tem- 
porary relief was _, given. 

Seldom does Gedrgia ship melons 
weighing 22 to 26 pounds at this sea- 
son of the year, but that is the case 
now. With rains throughout the 


southern half of the state there will 
be plenty of larger melons, though the 
drouth has done so much damage, it is 
stated, that the crop will be far below 
normal. 

The cantaloupe has been cut short, 
according to D. F. Bruce, county 
agent here. 

Cotton has not suffered much, where 
well cultivated; neither has corn, 
where it has been given proper care, 
he said. 

But the weather has been so dry, 
Mr. Bruce stated, that nearly half of 
the sweet potatoes, pimentos and to- 
matoes planted have died. 

In regard to cotton boll weevils 
appearing, Mr. Bruce said that im- 
mediate mopping with syrup and cal- 
cium of arsenate will rid the fields of 
weevils probably for the entire sea- 
son.

All France is im- 
pressed with the generoisity of the 
American offer and is seeking a way 
to accept its underlying idea without 
sacrificing proper consideration to the 
situation in which France would he 
placed by suspension of the uncondi- 
tional reparations annuity from Ger- 
many 

When the issue is placed before 
the chamber certain members of the 
opposition will interpellate the gov- 
ernment demanding to know whether 
Foreign Minister Briand was consult- 
ed before the Hoover plan was made 
public and if so what his attitude 
was. 

The statement by the finance min- 
ister appeared calculated to inform the 
French people that a simple suspen- 
sion of debt and reparations payments 
for one year would not be an easy 
matter, considering the rafnifications 
of the Young plan. Under this plan 
France is the guarantor, by means of 
her unconditional receipts from Ger- 
many, of other nations’ shares in the 
conditional annunities providing Ger- 
many should ask a moratorium. 

Other signatories to the Young plan, 
the statement said, might insist 
France keep her promise under the 
plan and guarantee their annuities 
even though Germany is not formally 
asking for a moratorium.

Trial of the $30,000 suit of W. 8. 
Loftis, plumbing and heating contrac- 
tor, against the city of Atlanta,

LW ROBERTS ANSHERS 
GAINES. STATEMENT 


Hugh W. Roberts, executive secre- 
tary of the Georgia Branch of the 
Associated General Contractors of 


America, Tuesday in a reply to the 


statement of W. W. Gaines, president 
of the board of education, renewed 
criticism of the board's policy of us- 
ing its own forces for small construc- 
tion work in the city school building 
program. 

“Tt is doubtful if the board of edu- 
eation, in amateurishly constructing 
‘shotgun’ buildings, all of which must 
he repaired or rebuilt within a few 
short years, is wisely expending the 
taxpayers’ money,” said Mr. Roberts. 
“Mir. Gaines’ contention that an un- 
skillful builder can construct more 


cheaply than a skillful builder requires 


no rebuttal. By the same logic, a 
non-legal ming would prove as effec- 
tive in a court of law as_an experi- 
eneed attorney. 

“Lawyers of less distinction than 
Mr. Gaines, with hopeless cases before 
juries of small intelligence, have been 
known to inject prejudice as a last 
resort. It is to be regretted that Mr. 
Gaines has similarly offended. FEv- 
erybody knows that contractors who 
have built the loftiest mansions in At- 
lanta are not vitally interested in 
85.000 jobs. In this instance, they 
are interested in only two things—in 
the maintenance of the sancity of law 
and in seeing that those in high places, 
those even now prepared to beg of the 
Iegislature more power over the rights 
and property of people, respect the 
law and not hold it in contempt. His 
intimation that the board of educa- 
tion’s violation of the municipal build- 
ing statute is a minor violation, and 
as such should be condoned, is equiva- 
lent to a plea of nolo contendere.
